MANY MORE EXHIBITS INSTALLED. 


A Review of What Has Been Done in ‘the 


Buildings Sinee Saturday. 

One of the officials of the Transportation 
Building said yesterday: The total amount 
of exhibits that we expect is 1,000 carloads, 
of which over 900 are already in the building 
and perhaps 985 on the grounds. We are re- 
ceiving on an average Thirty carloads a day 
and installing them as fast as we receive them. 

At the Horticultural Building nothing was 
received for the floricultural department ex- 
cept some nursery plants from New York, 
but three packages for the pomolagical de- 
partment were received from Wisconsin and 
a carload of exhibits for the viticultural de- 
partment from California. Germany has 
waked up and gone to installing its magnifi- 
cent wine exhibit and Leland Stanford’s 
booth, in which he 1s to install four carloads 
of California wines and brandies, is nearly 
completed. 

At the Woman's Building there were re- 
ceived four carloads of showcases and three 
carloads of exhibits from Russia. These last 
are the first consignment received from Russia. 

At the Fine Arts Building yesterday among 
the exhibits unpacked was the colossal bronze 
group of Washington and Lafayette, by A. 
Bartholdi of Paris. At the United States 
Building a num ber of exhibits came to hand, 
but in small boxes forwarded by express. 
Senday there was received the immense oil 
pain ting, 10x20 feet in size, of Hy Landham, 
called The March of Time,” representing all 
the Generals of the war m ing in column, 
each figure being an accurate likeness. About 
the walls of the rotunda, also, there were 
placed a number of showcases, which will, 
within a day or two, contain a colonial exhibit 
of the greatest value from Washington, 

The indtalling officer of the Electrical Build- 
ing says that the heaviest‘day’s work was done 
Sunday in his building that has been done 
there in two ménths. Seven carloads and six- 
ty drayloads of exhibite were received and in- 
stalled, the drayloads bemg transfers from 
other buildings. Yesterday five carloads of 
domestic exhibits were receivea and installed 
as fast as they were unloaded. 

At the Mines and Mining Building thirteen 
carioadg were received from Wisconsin, Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Kansas, France, Russia, 


and Cape Colony.

To place 
the Sunday ¢pening position, if we should 
adopt one, fairly before the public it would 
seem to me now that the money we have re- 
ceived from Congress should be returned, If 
that were done there can be little question as 
to our undoubted right to pursue any course 
we might please.

On a five-cen} package the. profit is 
about half a cent, and as concessionaires are 
required to give 25.per cent of the gross re- 
ceipts to the Exposition they are bound to 
lose three-quarters of a cent on every package 
sold at the regular price, so that but few cigar- 
ettes have been sold on the grounds, which is 
more or less of a blessing. On those that are 
sold the regular retail price is doubled or 
largely increased.

In- 
stead of the impersonal, irresponsible character 
of the jury, is. substituted the personal, ro- 
sponsible, individual judge, expert in talent, es- 
tablished in fairness, scrupuious in honor. Be- 
fore the opinion of the single judge ean have any 
effect it must receive the approval of a majority 
of the departmental committee of which he is a 
member, ind thus the possible fallibility of the 
individual is guarded by the united judgment of 
many. The experimental character of a new 
system must apologize for this seemingly illogi- 
cal provision. A good system can afford to advance 
by steps. A radical change may not promote re- 
position will 
verhaps accept the final finding the individual 
judge. 


Must Specify Points of Excellence. 


The form of the judgment is also changed. In- 
stead of the vague expression of ‘opinion that an 
exhibit presents “general excellence.” it is re 
quired of the judge that he shall formulate in 
written words the specific points of excellence or 


adyancement disclosed in the examination of an 


exhibit. This analysis by a competent expert 
will be a 2 contribution to public informa- 
tion. 

When the committee began its work it found 
arule had been promulgated by the Director- 
General permitting an exhibiter to exempt his 
exhibit from examination for competition. This 
rule has led to the utmost confusien. Previous 
to its promulgation the commission had decided 
that there should be no competition for awards. 
The manufacturer or producer was not to be com- 
pared with his rival in trade, nor was any com- 
parison to be drawn between the exhibits of any 
two producers. Each exhibit was to stand upon 
its own merit and be examined for the specific 
points of excellence or advancement it might pas- 
sess. Many exhibiters, fearing that the struggle 
which competition for awards always engenders 
might lead to trade rivalries and disturbances, 
took advantage of the rule promulgated by the 
Director-General and declined to have their ex- 
hibits examined for awards. This committee is 
in communication with such exhibiters, and so 
far when the explanation has been made that 
there is no competition or vomparison, and fur- 
ther, in order that the respective exhibits shail 
form a part of the permanent history of the Ex- 
position, it is essential that they should be sub- 
mitted to careful and expert examination, in 
every instance the exhibiter has gladly offered 
to submit his exhibit to the expert judge. 

Under the act of Congress approved Aug. 5, 
1892, the exhibiter who received an award could 
have his medal reproduced in gold and silver 
bronze. This provision was inconsistent with the 
essential feature adopted by the commission, that 
medals should be of but one kind. Congress at 
its last session amended the act so as to provide 
for bronze medals alone, 


Pay of the Judges. 


The uncertainty as to providing for the proper 
administering of the matter of awards has been 
succeeded by a tardy but adequate appropriauon 
for this important purpose. It is expected that 
the committee will be enabled to pay a foreign 
judge $750 for his expenses and services and the 
dontestic judge his actual traveling expenses and 
a per diem compensation equivalent to $500 for 
continuous services. 

Under the act of Congress approved Aug. B. 1392, 
Augustus St. Gaudens was selected by the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to prepare a design for the 
medal and Will H. Low was selected to make a 
design for the diploma. Both these designs are

LIZZIE BORDEN ARRAIGNED IN COURT.

She Pleads Net Guilty of the Murder of 
Her Father and Mother. 

Nzw Beproxrp, Mass., May 8.—([Special. ]— 
Lizzie Borden, who has been confined in the 
Taunton jail ever since last August under in- 
dietment for the murder of fier father and 
mother Aug. 4, in Fall River, was this after- 
noon arraigned before Judge Hammond in 
the Superior Court. So well had the secret of 
the authorities been kept that not over a half 
dozen prisoners besides the court officers 
knew that the arraigument was to 
come off. Miss Borden entered 
court-room at 6 o'clock, For a sec- 
ond she faltered, but she  immediatel 
recovered her 8 and walked wit 
a firm step to the dock. She gave no outward 
siga of mental suffering, and listened un- 
moved to the reading of the three indictniente 
against her, two of which charged her with the 
murder of her father and mother separately, 
and the third with the killing of. both. To 
each of them she answered ciearly and stead- 
ily: “Lam not guilty.” Her stubborn look 
was missing, and she appeared to be alive to 
the gravity of the situation. Court was then 
adjourned, and the Sheriff returned with his 
prisoner to the Taunton jail. Her trial will 
take place early in June.

C. L. Bonney’s Claim Concerning the West 


Chicago Street Railway Company.

Applicants jor office will only prejudice their 
prospects by repeated importanities and by re- 
maining at Washington to await results. 

This order is a proper one. It is absurd 
that the time of a President should be spent 
ia listening to the reiterated pleas of appli- 
eunts for office, whose persistency ig generally 
sufficient evidence that they are unfit for the 
places they seek. Tbese indomitable beggars 
hang around ashington and the White 
House, thrust melves on the President 
daily if he permits, and tell over the familiar 
story of their party service and their personal 
needs.

FOUR CENTS A RIDE. 

The fare on the street railroad lines of 
Cleveland has been lowered to four cents, but 
no one has the least fear that the cum panies will 
be ruined, They may not make as much 
money as they have been making, but their 
profits will be temptingly large. 

That which can be done in Cleveland with- 
out injury, to the street railroad companies 
also can de done here. The larger the city 
and the greater the volume of business the 
easier it is to make money with low fares. As. 
the Washington corporations earn a living, 
though they have to sell tickets with six 
rides for a quarter, and as those of a city like 
Cleveland can get along with four-sent tares, 
those of Chicago could charge their customers 
one cent less than they do now and still be able 
to pay good dividends, even du watered stock. 
That is as much as they are entitled to. 

If the North Side company were to sell tick- 
ets with twenty-five rides for a dollar it 
is quite likely that its watered stock 
would not be sold for three 
its face value, but the people who use 
the various. North Side tines would save a 
good many hundred thousand dollars during 
the year. Why should they not have the 
money to use as they see fit, rather than that 
it should go for the payment of excessive divi- 
dends to individuals who own stock IN a cor. 
poration which could not earn a cent, which 
could not exist, were it not for the lavish 
grant of rights in the publicstreets by the city. 

There are biils before the Legislature which 
would give the Council the power to regulate 
the charges of the Chicago roads, which, 
though quite reasonable when their franchises 
were first granted them, are unreasonable 
now. It is evident that nothing will be done 
with these measures. That is not surprising, 
because the Legislature is a Democratic one, 
and those who would be benefited the most by 


the lower fares are poor people. Democratic 


statesmen promise them much, especially 
about election time, but do nothing for them. 
Every working woman, every shop girl, every 
laborer riding to and from bis place of toil 
Would be infinitely grateful for a 20 percent 
reduction ip car fares, 
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only millionaires or persons who can pay 
swell prices and that they are ready to furnish 
them with luxurious living to correspond with 
the prices no exception could be taken to their 
charges. But they do not, They are opening 
their doors te the general public, which is not 
accustomed to pay such prices, The restau- 
rateurs in Jackson Park ‘might with equal 
justice claim that they do nut charge mo

PROTESTS HIS ABSOLUTE INNOCENOB 
AS HE PACES HIS FATE. 


Convicted Murderer of Young Helen Potts 
Expiates the Crime at fing Sing—The

Sine Str, N. I., May 8.—Carlyle W. Harris 
was executed by electricity in the death house 
of the prison here at 
12:40 o’clock this after- 
noon.

Seven were physicians 
aud ten were newspaper 
men. The others were 
State  officialae and 
friends of the Warden. 
It was 12:16 p. m. 
when Warden Durston 
announced that every- 
CARLYLE w. HARRIS. thing was in readiness 
and invited the witnesses down-stairs, The 
witnesses entered the execution chamber and 
seated themselves on wooden stools arranged 
in a half circle at the west end of the room 
and facing the chair. Warden Durston, ac- 
companied by Dr. Irvine, Head Keeper Con- 
naughton, and four guards, preceded the wit- 
nesses, Bectrician Davia was already at the 
switchboard. wire, suspended 
from a bent iron 2 threateningly 
above the chair, and another spiral wire coiled 
at the foot of the chair gave an inkling of the 
nature of the apparatus. Rubber bags filled 
with water and suspended overhead with 
tubes reached to sponges in the electrodes 
added to the tormidadle appearance of the 
outfit. 
Harris Is Brought In. 

Connaughton and two guards then went for 
Harris at 12:90. He was awaiting the final 
summons in his coll. With him was Chaplain 
Weills. Harris was ready in a moment, and 
the Little procession was quickly formed. 

Harris looked slight ana pale as he stepped 
into the room. He paused an instant on the 
threshold and looked calmly over the as#em- 
bled witnesses. Kind-hearted Warden Durs. 
ton had stepped over to 48 reporters and 
asked them to conceal pads, saying, 
Harris might not like it.“ 

The pads were put out of sight, and Harris 
merely looked over the people, scanning their 
faces as his eyes swept around the room. He 
walked entirely alone just behind Connaugh- 
ton and wavered for a moment, more from 
not knowing which way he was expected to go 
than from weakneés. Connaughton pointed 
to the chair, and, without even a look of curi- 
osity at the thing which was to end his career, 
he dropped in the seat. As he did so he begdn 
to talk in a low voice, 

. Protests His Innocence: 


He said: “I have aword to ve if 
Warden will permit.“ He paused and 75 
peated: I would like to say something if 
have the Warden’s consent. 

Warden Durston stepped over to the chair 
and sad: What did you wish to Say?
